A. Definition of "radical" and "stem vowel" 

The consonants which constitute a root are referred to as "radicals". 
The vowel which occurs between the last two radicals of a verb form is 
referred to as the "stem vowel". Thus in the form 9alim 'to know 1 , the 
radicals are /9/, /!/, and /m/; the stem vowel is /i/. 



B. Doubled verbs 

A doubled verb is one in which the second and the third radicals 
are identical. 

If guided by analogy with sound verbs, one would expect to find 
the stem vowel of given doubled verb between the last two (identical) 
radicals. Sometimes such is the case; other times, however, the 
stem vowel occurs in another position or not at all. The basic form 
of a doubled verb is that where the stem vowel occurs between the last 
two (identical) radicals; the basic forms of doubled verbs undergo' 
certain changes to yield other forms. 

Transferring or dropping the stem vowel results in gemination 
(i.e., the occurrence of two identical consonants in immediate 
succession). • The following rules should be noted: 

(1) Gemination usually occurs if the stem is- not followed by a 
suffix which begins with a consonant (remember that a sequence of three 
consonants is not; permissible in Arabic). 

: (2) When gemination is not ruled out, the stem vowel of the basic 
form is transferred to the, position which immediately precedes the 
pre-final radical; if that position is already occupied by a vowel, 
the stem vowel' is dropped.

In both the present tense and the past tense, the shapes of the 
non-geminated forms of doubled verbs are identical with the correspond- 
ing shapes of sound verbs (except for the fact that in the non-geminated 
• 'forms of doubled verbs, the last two radicals are identical). 

The agreement affixes which occur on doubled verbs are identical 
with those which occur on sound verbs such as katab 'to write*.

Predictability of Measure I doubled verb forms 



The non-geminated forms of Measure I doubled verbs are related to 
the corresponding geminated forms in the following ways: 

1. The present- tense geminated forms are predictable from the 
corresponding non-geminated forms, and vice versa. Given a non-geminated 
form, the corresponding geminated form is found by moving the stem vowel 
backward; given a geminated form, the corresponding non-geminated form 
is found by moving the stem vowel forward. 
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2. The past- tense geminated form is predictable from the 
corresponding nOn-geminated forms, but not vice versa. Given a non- 
geminated form, the geminated form is found by dropping the stem vowel; 
given the geminated form, the corresponding non-geminated form is not 
predictable since the stem vowel which must be supplied may be /a/, /i/, 
or /u/. 

In view of the facts explained above, the vocabulary lists will 
include the past-tense (but not the present-tense) non-geminated forms 
of Measure I doubled verbs.

Thus nouns which have collective forms show four number contrasts

C. The sentence introducers gaara and maa zaala 

In Lesson 66, it was explained that the incomplete verb kaana 
introduces nominal sentences and changes the case of the predicate 
from the nominative to the accusative. In the same lesson it was 
mentioned that certain other incomplete verbs (called by the Arab gram- 
marians "the sisters of kaana) are identical to kaana in function. 

The sisters of kaana include the verb saara (present-tense form: 
yasiiru) which designates change or conversion, and the verb laa zaala 
'still, yet'. It should be noted that the expressions laa zaala , 
maa zaala , laa yazaalu , and maa yazaalu are used as synonyms without any 
contrast in meaning; saara and yasiiru , on the other hand, designate 
past and present time respectively.

The agreement suffixes are added to the stem lays- ; it must be 
noted, however, that the /y/ of lays- is dropped before suffixes which 
begin with a consonant (to avoid getting a sequence of three consonants) 

In regard to meaning, laysa indicates negation of the nominal 
sentence which it introduces: 

laysa lkitaabu sahlan. 'The book is not easy.' 

lastu taaliban. 'I am not a student.'

Particles which introduce nominal sentences 

The introducers of nominal sentences are two types. 

(1) Incomplete verbs : these consist of kaana and its sisters. 

(2) Particles: these consist of the word inna and of certain 
other words which Arab grammarians call "the sisters of inna". 

While kaana and its sisters change the case of the predicate, 
inna and its sisters change the case of the subject (from the nominative 
to the accusative) . 

One of the most common particles which introduce nominal sentences 
is a nominalizer: The nominalizer of nominal sentences has two forms: 
inna after the verb qaala 'to say' or a derivative thereof, and anna 
elsewhere; thus inna and anna are variants of the same nominalizer, 
and the choice between them is determined by the context. 

The nominalizer inna and its variant anna are usually translatable 

by 'that, the fact that'. , — ~" " 

qaala kalaaman kaeiiran."-' 'He said a lot of things.' 

qaala 'inna ttilmiida gaa'ibun. 'He said that the student is absent.' 

yaquulu 'inna ttilmiida gaa'ibun. 'He says that the student is absent.' 

sami9tu qawlahu 'inna ttilmiida 'I heard his statement that the 
gaa'ibun. student is absent.' 

a9rifu ttilmiida. 'I know the student.' 

a9rifu 'anna ttilmiida gaa'ibun. 'I know that the student is absent.' 

a9jabanii 'annaka najaHta. 'I was pleased with the fact that 

you succeeded. '
